Signs of Strange Business Revival

Paper Money Soon. 


I'lilHons of dollars worth of paps- 


money of a new type will be put into 
circulation with the establishment of 
the federal reserve batiks within tLe 
next few weeks. Under the federal 
reserve bank act. each of the 12 feder- 
al reserve banks will receive advances 
from the federal reserve board in the 
form of federal reserve notes, a dis- 
tinctly new sort of paper money. Com- 
mercial paper will be collateral ad- 
vanced by me various banks as secur- 
ity for these notes. 


Comptroller of the Currency Wil- 


iianis has samples of this new paper 
money no^~ under consideration. 
At 


his request Joseph E. Ralph, director 
of the bureau of engraving and print- 
ing, prepared notes of -55. -510. $20. §50 
and SI00 denominations and thess 
have been submitted to Secretary ilc- 
Adoo. It Is not likely, however, that 
the samples will be officially accepted 
until the members of the federal re- 
serve board have been confirmed by the 
Senate and can confer with Secretary 
JIcAdoo and Comptroller Williams con- 
cerning the new notes. 


The new 35 note submitted by Mr. 


Ralph is typical of agriculrare. The 
portrait on the face of the note is Lin- 
cola's and the back shows a harvest- 
ing machine and allegorical figures ty- 
pical of farming. The $10 note bears 
a portrait of Cleveland and a manufac- 
turing scene. The $20 note bears -Jack- 
son's portrait and is typical of cora- 
m<*rce. having a steamship, train aad 
other mediums of trade on the back. 
Grant's picture Is shown on the $50 
note, ana Franklin's portrait adorns 
the $11"* inll. Both of these larger bills 
are typical of the arts. All the bills 
ivin be printed :n green ink on the 
back, while black ink will be "sed on 
th-.' fat es.
